Having  completed  the  customary 
term  of  office,  the  Very  Reverend 
Louis  J.  Gallagher,  S.J.,  recently  re- 
tired from  the  rectorship  of  Boston 
College.  He  is  now  engaged  in  special 
work,  with  headquarters  at  Boston 
College  High  School. 

During  his  tenure  as  president, 
Father  Gallagher  not  only  expanded 
the  scholastic  program  of  the  college 
and  its  affiliated  schools,  but  also  ef- 
fected several  additions  to  the  physical 
facilities  at  Chestnut  Hill.  Under  his 
guidance  the  Graduate  School,  the  Law 
School,  and  the  Extension  Sqhool 
maintained  their  steady  growth.  The 
curriculum  of  the  undergraduate  de- 
partment  was   also  developed. 

At  University  Heights  Father  Gal- 
lagher established  in  its  own  building 
the  Anthropological  Museum  of  Bos- 
ton College.  This  museum  has  al- 
ready attracted  the  favorable  attention 
of  the  scientific  world.  To  Father  Gal- 
lagher's progressive  attitude  toward 
properly  organized  college  athletics  we 
are  indebted,  as  we  know,  for  the  beau- 
tiful stadium  at  Alumni  Field.

We  offered  a  Season  Ticket  at  a 
price  which  has  won  from  everyone  to 
whom  we  have  mentioned  it  the  admis- 
sion that  it  is  indeed  a  unique  offer. 
We  offered  it  for  a  limited  time  to 
secure  a  working  fund.  The  offer  ex- 
pired July  first.  Several  have  informed 
us  that  many  of  the  Alumni  were  una- 
ware of  the  time  limit.  We  have 
therefore  extended  it  until  August  15th 
tc  give  all  an  opportunity  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  offer.  Remember, 
August  15th  is  the  deadline. 

May  I,  in  closing  leave  this  thought 
with  you?  This  is  the  test  year  of 
our  present  athletic  program.  If  we 
all  bestir  ourselves  and  support  it,  all 
will  be  well.  If  not,  then  our  tears 
and  laments  over  what  might  have 
been  will  be  too  late.  Now  is  the 
time,  the  acceptable  time,  to  give  the 
active  loyalty  that  the  College  has 
every  right  to  ask.

UNDERGRADUATE 

EMPLOYMENT 

The  work  of  establishing  a  satisfac- 
tory personnel  service  in  a  college  is 
a  deep  seated  and  complex  undertak- 
ing. The  task  is  not  only  one  of  es- 
tablishing contacts  for  the  graduates, 
but  also  of  determining  which  line  of 
endeavor  is  best  suited  for  them  and 
preparing  them  so  that  they  will  be 
able  to  sell  their  services  to  a  pro- 
spective employer  when  they  have  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  an  interview. 

We  feel  that  this  work  should  not  be 
left  until  graduation,  but  rather  that 
through  guidance  and  practical  ex- 
perience during  the  college  years  the 
problem  can  be  solved  much  more 
quickly  and  surely. 

With  this  in  mind,  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation, co-operating  with  the  Col- 
lege, hopes  to  establish  an  undergrad- 
uate placement  service.  This  service 
would  provide  the  student  with  the 
means  of  earning  some  money  to  de- 
fray his  college  expenses,  and  also 
prepare  him  for  the  task  ahead. 

Part  time  and  vacation  work  as 
chauffeurs,  waiters,  filling  station  at- 
tendants and  the  like  will  help  the 
beys  to  earn  their  tuition,  but  often- 
times is  of  little  help  to  an  undergrad- 
uate in  giving  him  a  true  picture  of  the 
problems  which  lie  beyond  the  school. 

Here  at  the  Alumni  office  we  are 
trying  to  find  for  the  undergraduates 
work  which  will  acquaint  them  with 
the  practical  aspects  of  business  and 
give  them  some  insight  into  the  vari- 
ous fields  and  phases  of  business. 

In  this  work  we  must  rely  to  a 
great  extent  on  the  co-operation  of 
the  general  Alumni  body.  You  can 
co-operate  by  'helping  us  to  place  the 
boys  in  such  work  and  by  encourag- 
ing and  helping  those  undergraduates 
with  whom  you  come  in  contact.  It  is 
only  by  such  aid  from  all  that  we  can 
hope   to   make   this   work   effective. 

This  year  we  have  placed  a  large 
number  of  the  undergraduates  in  vari- 
ous types  of  summer  work.  The  Bat- 
chelder  Whittemore  Co.,  for  example, 
has  added  over  fifty  undergraduates 
to  their  regular  sales  force  for  sum- 
mer work,  and  many  of  them  will  be 
able  to  continue  with  this  company 
during  the  school  year  on  a  part  time 
basis.  The  results  that  have  been 
achieved  in  many  cases  are  remark- 
able. We  find  that  even  among  the 
Freshman  and  Sophomore  classes 
there  are  a  number  of  boys  who  have 
displayed  exceptional  ability  in  this 
type  of  work.  Some  of  these  boys 
will  be  able  to  earn  enough  during  the 
summer  months  to  pay  their  college 
expenses  for  the  coming  year. 

In  carrying  out  this  program,  we 
ask  your  co-operation.  If  there  are 
any  undergraduates  in  whom  you  are 
interested,  send  them  to  the  Alumni 
office  and  we  will  help  them  with  their 
problems.  If  you  know  of  any  work 
which  you  'feel  that  an  undergraduate 
can  do  give  us  an  opportunity  to  fill 
the  position.

RETIRING  PRESIDENT  OF 
ALUMNI  REVIEWS 
TENURE  OF  OFFICE

Mr.  Gerald  Coughlin,  the  President 
of  the  Association,  has  asked  me  to 
review  briefly  the  accomplishments 
achieved  during  the  last  two  years, 
for  the  benefit  of  those  who  were  un- 
able to  attend  Alumni  Day.  Some  of 
the  objectives  have  been  achieved,  ajid 
others  still  remain. 

(1)  The  listing  of  the  graduate 
alumni  is  complete.  With  the  co-op- 
eration of  the  College  authorities  the 
number  of  alumni  listed  has  been 
raised  from  3,500  to  6,000. 

(2)  The  local  chapters  have  been 
united  under  a  common  constitution 
with  identical  aims,  and  methods  of 
organization. 

(3)  The  method  of  election  of  offi- 
cers    in     the     Association     has     been 
changed  so  that  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee  is   no  longer   appointed   by  the' 
Executive  Committee,  but  is  composed  I 
of  the  officers  of  the  local  chapters.     ! 

(4)  A  varied  program  is  offered  on  i 
Alumni  Day  so  that  attendance  has- 
risen  from  150-200  men  to  600-800. 

(5)  The  Alumni  Glee  Club  has  been, 
formed. 

(6)  The  new  Varsity  Club  has  as- 
sumed the  responsibility  for  the  an- 
nual football  dinner.  Its  first  attempt  i 
was  extraordinarily  successful,  andl 
augurs  well  for  the  future. 

(7)  The  annual  football  dinner 
dance  on  the  eve  of  the  B.  C.-H.  C. 
game  is  on  a  solid  footing,  and  is  one' 
of  the  outstanding  Catholic  social! 
events  of  the  year. 

But  there  have  been  failures: 

(1)  The  number  of  members  i.  e., 
men  who  pay  dues  ($2.50  a  year")  is; 
only  about  11%  of  the  total  numberr 
of  graduates.  As  a  result  a  deficit  wass 
incurred.  If  25%  of  the  graduates! 
were  members  of  the  Association  the; 
essential  expenses  (salary  of  the1 
Alumni  Secretary,  telephone,  office 
equipment  and  stationery,  mailing,  etc.)  I 
could  be  met.  It  was  necessary  to 
practise  in  the  past  year  the  strictest 
economy.  Among  these  economies 
was  the  regrettable  suspension  of  the 
publication  of  the  "Alumni  Review." 

The  newly  elected  officers  have 
proved  their  worth  in  the  past  by  their 
accomplishments  as  leaders  of  local 
chapters.  They  deserve  your  whole- 
hearted support.  This  support  mani- 
fests itself  chiefly  by  paying  your  dues, 
and  secondly  by  attending  the  various 
meetings  and  functions  sponsored  by 
the  Association. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  express  my 
deep  appreciation  of  the  advice  and 
assistance  given  me  by  Gerald  Cough- 
lin, William  Miller,  Frederick  McDer- 
mott,  Jeremiah  Mahoney,  John  Mona- 
han,  and  John  Walsh  of  the  Executive 
Board.

RETURNING  GRADUATES 

On  June  7th  more  than  1000  gradu- 
ates and  their  friends  gathered  to  cele- 
brate Alumni  Day.

against  the  paganism  and  infidelity 
which  are  rotting  our  American  cul- 
ture ;  in  whom  Catholic  hope  is  strong 
against  the  skepticism  and  despair 
that  are  making  vacuous  and  futile  the 
lives  of  so  many ;  and  in  whom  Cath- 
olic charity  is  strong  against  the  avid 
and  greedy  clutch  of  gold  and  power 
that  threatens  individual  and  social 
ruin.  It  is  a  comforting  thought  to 
know  that  in  our  New  England  world, 
and  beyond  it,  the  sons  of  Boston  Col- 
lege have  not  failed  in  their  duty  to 
our  God  and  Nation.

Dues  shall  be  payable  on 
or  before  June  first  of  each  year.

Despite  the  fact  that  we  are  facing 
the  hardest  schedule  in  years  we  are 
looking  forward  to  the  coming  season 
with  the  feeling  that  we  will  have  our 
best  team  since  1928.  When  men  like 
Captain  Pszenny,  Dominick,  Gilman, 
Tortolini,  Keough,  Sweeney  and  Tilly 
Ferdenzi  are  lost  by  graduation,  as  a 
general  rule  it  is  hard  to  find  replace- 
ments capable  of  stepping  into  their 
places.  This  year,  however,  nine  of 
the  starting  players  who  faced  Hojy 
Cross  last  year  will  be  back:  McFad- 
den  and  Perrault,  ends  ;  Janusas,  tackle  ; 
Kissell,  guard ;  Worth,  centre,  and  Gin- 
toff,  Guinea,  Horsfall  and  Captain  Di 
Natale,  backs.  Others  from  last  year's 
squad  are  Cahill  and  Morris,  ends ; 
John  Connolly,  tackle ;  Holland  and 
Frank  Connolly,  guards,  and  Bryan, 
Allan  and  Jivilekian,  backs. 

From  the  undefeated  1940  eleven 
great  things  are  expected.  Some  of 
the  men  most  likely  to  see  action  are 
Harrison  and  Woronicz  at  end,  Zaleski 
and  Reardon  at  tackle,  Swenson  and 
Schwartzer  at  guar'd,  Logue  and  Ryan 
at  centre,  and  Battles,  Cignetti,  McCar- 
thy and  Ananis  in  the  backfield. 

The  spring  practice  was  satisfactory 
and  the  team  should  be  further  ad- 
vanced going  into  their  first  game 
than  they  were  a  year  ago. 

Northeastern  should  make  a  good 
opening  game,  as  most  of  their  1936 
players  are  returning.  The  forward 
passing  attack  they  showed  last  year 
kept  us  on  our  toes  and  we  anticipate 
another  wide  open  contest.  Kansas  is 
an  unknown  quantity,  but  from  their 
record  should  be  dangerous.  Temple 
comes  here  again  on  Columbus  Day 
with  a  wealth  of  veteran  material,  and 
under  Pop  Warner  should  be  a  poten- 
tial Eastern  Champion.  This  should 
be  one  of  the  best  games  played  any- 
where this  season.  Detroit,  after  a 
twelve  year  lay-off,  returns  to  the 
schedule  under  Gus  Dorais.  Dorais 
and  Rockne  while  at  Notre  Dame  ex- 
celled in  the  use  of  the  forward  pass, 
and  this  weapon  of  attack  has  been 
perfected  by  Dorais  at  Detroit.  Three 
years  ago  they  defeated  a  great  Holy 
Cross  eleven  by  four  touchdowns  and 
according  to  reports  they  are  to  have 
one  of  their  strongest  teams  this  season. 

North  Carolina  follows  Detroit  and 
should  be  just  as  good  as  a  year  ago 
when  their  backs  ran  wild  at  Fenway 
Park. 

On  November  6th  we  go  to  Baltimore 
to  play  Western  Maryland,  and  we 
hope  to  return  in  a  more  happy  frame 
of  mind  than  in  1934. 

Kentucky,  the  following  Saturday,  is 
a  newcomer  to  the  schedule  and  from 
all  accounts  will  bring  north  a  well 
coached   powerful   eleven. 

The  Boston  University  game  of  1936 
made  us  realize  that  we  have  a  worthy 
opponent  right  in  our  own  backyard, 
and  under  Coach  Pat  Hanley  they  will 
be   even   more   formidable  this   fall. 


Although  Holy  Cross  will  lose  two 
great  tackles  and  an  outstanding  end, 
the  final  game  of  the  season  should  be 
the  hardest.  With  one  of  the  greatest 
backs  in  the  country — Osmanski — and 
a  well  balanced  supporting  cast,  the 
Worcester  college  will  present  a  lead- 
ing contender  for  Eastern  honors  for 
1937.

Out  in  the  oil  country,  a  "wildcat- 
ter" is  a  man  who  drills  holes  in  the 
ground  hoping  that  he  is  going  to 
strike  oil.
